From  four  to  five  bushels  will  seed  an 
acre  ;  they  should  be  cut  the  same  as  pota- 
toes, one  eye  on  a  piece  being  sufficient, 
planted  in  May,  in  rows  three  feet  apart 
and  about  eighteen  inches  in  the  rows,  and 
covered  about  two  inches  deep. 

They  are  the  best  hog  food  known,  and 
are  attracting  much  attention  on  account 
of  their  great  fattening  properties,  and  for 
milch  cows  they  excel  any  root  grown  for 
increasing  the  flow  of  milk,  and  makes  it 
much  richer. 

An  acre  will  keep  from  20  to  30  hogs 
during  the  fall  and  winter  months. 

They  are  well  adapted  to  any  soil  where 
corn  or  potatoes  can  be  grown.

ASPARAGUS. 

This  is  one  of  the  first  and  finest  spring  relishes  which  come  to  the  table 
from  the  garden,  and  it  really  requires  very  little  trouble  in  cultivation, 
since  a  bed  once  properly  made  and  planted  will  last  for  years.  The  soil 
for  the  bed  can  hardly  be  made  too  rich,  and  the  fertilizer  should  be  well 
trenched-in  to  the  depth  of  2  feet  or  more.  The  roots  should  be  planted  as 
early  in  spring  as  the  ground  can  be  prepared,  setting  them  a  foot  apart 
in  rows  3  or  4  feet  apart,  with  the  crowns  from  4  to  6  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  bed.  Asparagus  seeds  may  be  sown  directly  in  the  perma- 
nent bed  and  the  plants  thinned  as  they  grow  ;  or  it  may  be  sown  elsewhere,  and  the 
seedlings  transplanted  the  second  year.  An  ounce  of  seed  will  sow  50  feet  of  drill, 
and  produce  about  300  plants.    Fair  crops  may  be  expected  the  third  year.

CABBAGE. 

One  ounce  will  produce  about  three  thousand  plants. 

The  Cabbage  is  one  of  the  most  important  vegetables,  and  some  of  its  varieties 
universally  cultivated.  The  ground  must  be  highly  manured,  deeply  dug  or  plowed, 
and  thoroughly  worked,  to  insure  good,  full  sized  heads.  A  heavy,  moist  and  fresh 
loam  is  the  most  suitable.  The  early  sorts  should  be  sown  very  early  in  the  spring, 
in  hot-beds,  or  later  in  the  open  ground.  Eighteen  inches  by  three  feet  apart  is  the 
common  distance.

One  ounce  will  produce  about  three  thousand  plants. 

Any  soil  that  will  grow  early  Cabbages  will  grow  Cauliflower,  as  their  requirements 
are  almost  similar  ;  but  as  the  product  is  more  valuable,  extra  manuring  and  prepara- 
tion of  the  soil  will  be  well  paid. 
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The  seeds  may  be  sown  in  the  hot-bed  in  March  or  April,  and  transplanted  to 
open  ground  about  the  first  of  May.

CELERY. 

One  ounce  of  seed  produces  about  four  thousand  plants. 

To  have  celery  early,  it  should  be  sown  in  a  hot-bed,  quite  early  in  the  spring,  and 
when  three  inches  high,  plant  out  in  a  well  prepared  bed,  which  must  be  covered  in 
frosty  weather.  For  the  principal  crop,  sow  early  in  spring,  very  shallow  in  the 
seed-bed,  and  when  the  plants  are  about  six  inches  high,  transplant  them  about  six 
inches  apart  into  trenches  for  blanching.  Dig  the  trenches  four  feet  apart,  a  foot 
wide  and  ten  inches  deep.  Fill  in  five  or  six  inches  of  well  rotted  manure,  and  mix 
thoroughly,  half  a  spade  deep,  with  the  earth  at  the  bottom.  The  tops  of  the  plants 
should  be  shortened  before  they  are  set.  Earth  up  to  blanch,  three  or  four  times  dur- 
ing their  growth,  taking  care  that  no  earth  falls  in  the  center  of  the  plants.

The  Sweet  or  Sugar  varieties  being-  liable  to  rot  in  cold  or  wet  ground,  should  not 
be  planted  before  the  middle  of  May,  and  for  a  succession  continue  planting  every 
two  weeks,  until  July,  in  rich,  well-manured  ground,  iu  hills  three  feet  apart  each  way, 
covering  about  half  an  inch  and  thin  out  to  three  plants  to  a  hill,  or  plant  in  rows 
four  feet  apart,  and  to  stand  eight  inches  apart  in  the  rows. 

The  field  varietes  should  be  planted  four  feet  apart  each  way,  leaving  three  plants 
to  a  hill.

Lawns  and  Their  Management. 

In  the  formation  of  lawns,  the  ground 
should  be  thoroughly  cleared  of  root-weeds 
before  sowing.  It  should  be  dug  or  trenched 
to  an  equal  depth,  to  prevent  unequal 
settlement,  and,  to  secure  this,  it  should 
be  repeatedly  trodden,  rolled  and  leveled, 
until  at  last  a  firm  and  uniform  surface  is 
obtained.  The  selection  of  proper  grass 
seeds  is  the  next  important  matter.  This 
requires  more  than  ordinary  attention, 
that  the  kinds  of  grass  be  suited  both  to 
the  purpose  and  soil,  and  that  the  mixture 
of  these  grasses  be  proportioned  to  suit 
the  end  in  view.  Our  mixtures  are  pre- 
pared to  suit  all  soils  and  situations,  and, 
whether  used  in  pastures  or  lawns,  have  invariably  produced  the  best  results.  It  is 
of  great  importance  that  we  should  be  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  land,  which 
enables  us  to  furnish  mixtures  composed  of  grasses  best  adapted  for  the  purpose.  It

The  lightning  Sprayer  No.  21  is  operated  by  compressed  air.  An  air  pump 
is  attached  to  the  tank,  which  is  made  of  heavy  galvanized  iron.  The  air  is  forced 
in  up  to  a  pressure  of  60  pounds,  and  is  governed  by  a  check  valve,  which  pre- 
vents over-pressure.    This  Sprayer  is  made  strong,  and  nicely  painted. 

To  Operate  this  Sprayer:  The  tank  holds  nearly  four  gallons,  and  is 
filled  about  f$  full,  and  then  it  takes  about  one  minute  to  pump  the  air  in,  and  the 
machine  is  then  ready  for  use.  All  the  operating  you  need  do  is  to  open  the  stop- 
cock, which  is  turned  to  throw  a  fine  mist  or  a  coarse  spray,  or  continuous 
stream,  as  shown  m  accompanying  cuts.  Thecompressed  air  tank,  being  powerful 
and  elastic,  forces  the  liquid  out  through  the  outlet  pipe,  making  a  very  fine  or 
solid,  continuous  stream.  No  labor  is  requirec  after  the  air  is  once  pumped  into 
the  tank,  which  only  takes  about  one  minute. 

The  Lightning  Compressed  Air  Sprayer  is  adapted  for  the  following  work: 

1st,    For  its  rapid  work  throwing  a  continuous  spray  without  labor. 

2nd,  For  killing  insects  of  every  nature. 

3rd,    For  spraying  fruit  trees,  almost  any  height. 

4th,    For  spraying  flowers  in  vineyards  in  any  foim,  or  at  any  distance. 
5th,    For  whitewashing  the  walls  of  poultry  houses. 
6th,    For  washing  windows  and  wagons. 
7th,   For  sprinkling  floors  and 
awns  evenly  and  effectively. 

8th,    For  sprinkling  or  spray- 
ing tobacco. 

9th,    For  doctors,  for  surgical 
and  disinfectant  purposes. 

10th,    As  a  fire  extinguisher  it 
cannot  be  excelled.
